Yer notwith- 
ſtanding we had ſeen they had loſt the Aſſiſtance of thar 
Prince, who by the Peace of the Pyrenees, was returned 
into his Duty, 'and that ;Fraxce, rothe prejudice of fo Ho- 
ly, anglq Authentick a Treaty, continued not only to fo- 
ment the Troubles of Portugal, but-to ſend thicher Saccours 
at ſeveral times, though we had ſeen, I ſay, that the Peace 
was only a Maſque to Her Ambition, we ſtill ſuffer'd our 
Neighbours to be opprelis'd, without ſaying a word, as if 
Policy ought not to haye taught us, that twas time to op- 
poſe the D&liggs of a' Nation, which will never be con- 
rented, until it has glutted-its Ambition with the Conqueſt

- And as then we gaz'd upon all its Attempts, and Mo- 
tions, without budging in the leaſt, we do little more 
now, though we ſee our ſelves upon the point of be- 
ing the unhappy ViRtims of its Ambition? How many 
in the State have found faule with ſending Succours to 
the Spaniards, and if they receive any from us, are not 
both they and we indebred for the ſo doing, to the 
Prudence, and Sagacity of the Prince of Orarge, who 
ſeeing farther chan others, could not endure that all poſ- 
ſible means are uſed for our Opprefſion, without doing 
what became, and lay in him for prevention. 

For this reaſon it is, we ſee this Great Prince {6 
much the mark of the Perſecutions of France, that can- 
not eſteem Vertue, but when it ſuits with its Intereſts, 
and has uſed ai] che little Policick Tricks imaginable, to re- 
venge itſelf on his Generous Oppoſitions. 

But to return to m SubjeR, [ lay, France endeavour- 
ed to caſt a Miſt before the Eyes of the Spamiſh Ambaſ- 
ſador, who was far from being flurr'd, upon, when an 
unſuſpeRed Encounter caus'd him to do things with more 
heighth, and no longer to diſguize kis ſentiments. France 
had Treated with Mont-George, who was killd in theſe 
laſt Wars, and was then a Captain in Candale, being a 
brave Man, and loving War above all things, abont 
ConduQting Officers, and Soldiers into Portugal. Now 
Moiit-George being Embark'd with them, in order to 
his getting as ſoon as poſſible into that Country, hav- 
ing _ taken by the Spariards, who had notice of his 
departure for that time, it was forc'd .to pull off the 
Mask, becauſe the Spaniards already ſpake of taking off 
has Head Whereupon a Tan 2 iſparch'd - ow 
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haſte to Hadrid : and the Court of Spain, ſeeing he was 
re-demanded by France, durſt not proceed farther in that 
matter, for fear of drawing upon itſelf the War, which 
it was very willing to avoid.

upon Wartz his Cavalry, who ſeeing Trees all along 
tac Rhive, put himſelt with his Troops among them, 
thinking himſelf thereby the better ſheltered from 
the Cannon. Mean while in went the French into the 
Rhine, one after. one, and many of them were 
.drowa'd, being ſwallow'd up in a Whirl-pool. Others 
ſeeing this, took the advantage on the left, and paſs'd 
for all the World like Cows, which follow in the tail 
of one another. 

Wurtz his Cavalry ſaw them paſs, without flinch- 
ing, until they perceiv'd ſome Troopers, who now 
began to come out- of the Water, and form a Squa-» 
dron. Then they came from under rhe Trees, where 
they ſtood, bur inſtead of puſhing the Enemies that 
were return'd intro the Water, they made a halt up- 
on the briak of the River, from whence they made 
their diſcharge, which being at too great a diſtance, 
was without any effect. The little: Reſolution which 
the Cavalry ſhewed, gave Courage-to the Frexch, who 
would never have dared to; have ſtood their ſhock, if 
th:y had but followed them into the Water, and-not 
ſtood gazing, and ſuffer them to ſtrengthen their Squa- 
dron with their Companions. Wuartz his Cavalry -ha- 
ving thys quit ed their ground, the French rallied, 
and waited for their Companions, who ſtill paſs'd the 
River, for the moſt part ſwimming, and ſome by Loat. 

The Prince of Conde being thus in a Boar, with 
the Duke of Anguien, and ſome great Lords of the

Court, he cans'd his Boat to tum back" towarts' the 
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Warer-ſide, when he perceiv'd the Duke of Loggaevite 
had' thrown himſelf into the River, and ran the riſque 
of being drowned, he took him into his Boar, and 
endeavouring to paſs as ſoon as poſſible, he was tb 
ſooner atrived on the other (ide, than that hedrew up bis 
Troops in Battel Array, - in order to attack the Ene- 
mies Retreachments. The Hollands Infantry finding 
themſelves weak in ſorry Retrenchments, and had be- 
ſides placed all their hopes in the Cavalry, by whom 
they faw themſelves abandoned, thought leis of me- 
king Reſiſtance, than of demanding the Quarter, [which 
the Prince of Conde had offer'd them, calling ont to 


them aloud, that they ſhould lay down ther Arms. 


Mean while the Frexch fill advanc'd, without one man 


ſo mnch- as making a ſhot, either of their, or on the 
Hollanders fide, which made the King' believe, who 
ſaw all that paſs'd; that he ſhould bave the Vid 
withoue its coſting him 'one drop of blood : But £ 
Duke of Lowgweville, having made a Debauch, juſt be- 
fore he parted from Eemerick, advanc'd up to the ve- 
ry brink of the Retrenchment, and fired his Piſtol, 
whereupon the HoHanders vex'd they had not fired 
ſooner, and fancying they had no more hopes of quar- 
ter left, made their Dif , Which being made, as 
it were in the mouths of the French, killed a 
many of the moſt eonſiderable Perſons among 
Enemies. The Duke of Longueville, who had be- 
gun the noiſe, was killed ſtone dead, the Prince of 
Conde wounded, and many others, whom it would be 
too long to name. 

The French, who had been flartled at this Diſ- 


charge, being recovered from their fright, _—_— 
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and Attack'd the Retrenchments, where rhey found 
ſomo Refiſtance, eſpecially at one Barriere, where 
was an Officer, whoſe head was hoary with yeary, 
but whoſe old Age had as much Vigour as the moſt 
Reſolute Youth. Bur being ar length overwhelmed 
with nambers, the reſt ſought their ſafety from their 
heels, not thinking of asking Quarter, which then they 
thought was to no purpoſe. 

The French having no more Enemies to fight, plun- 
dred the Caſtle of To/buys, and put all the Iſk of Betue 
under Contribution. 

This was not the- only _—_ they reaped from 
the paſſage of the Rhine; the HoSanders, who were 
then | afraid the French ſhould come and fall upon 
them behind , abandoned the 7fe/, and retreated 
ro Ptrecht, where the Populace would haye Sa- 
crificed Mombas to its Reſentment, whom they ac- 
cuſed of what had newly happened. The Prince of 
Orange, Who knew he deſerved Death, yet was de- 
firous he ſhould be firſt queſtioned, and perhaps put 
on the Rack, for a fall Diſcovery of his Treaſon, gave 
order he ſhould be faved by a back Gate, and hid 
him in Hay, to ſave him from the Peoples Reſent- 
ment. Mean while, the King in Perſon took the City 
of Doesburg, and Mon. Turenne thoſe of Nimmeghey, 
Swoll, Deventer, Grave, Arnheim,  Skinckenſkenr, the 
Fort of Creveccenur, with a number of other Fortreſſes. 

Thus did ©trecht fall into the hands of the French; 
but withour their being obliged ro lay ſiege to it, 
For while the King was ſtill before Doesbourg, the 
- Burgher-maſters brought him the Keys, as if they had 
been afraid of not having. ® Maſter ſoonenough. The 
Marquis of Rochefort, who was in favour at Courr, 


was 
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was ſent to be Governour of that Town. But as he- 
had not yet much experience .in War, - he failed - of- 

ſeizing Muidem, which was abandoned, by. the 
taking in of which nevertheleſs they had , made ſure 
of Amſterdam. In eftet, it was eaſy, being Maſter 
of Maidem, to hinder Ships from | Boing in or out of 
Amſterdam, for they muſt of neceſſity paſs by Muidem, 
which they would not have dared to have done, - if 
the 'Frezxch had been Maſter of it. Thus Amſterdam 
had been brought to the neceſſity of coming to render 
it ſelf up, as Zrrzcht had already done. Not but: 
that if the King had. ſtill come and preſented himſelf 
before the Gates of the City, they would have brought 
him the Keys; for every Individual was in that- Con- 
ſternation, ' that they only thought of ſaving their 
own Families, without otherwiſe troubling themſelves: 
about the intereſt of their Country. Nay, and with-, 
out ſtaying for the Kings ſending -ro ſummon up the 
delivery of the Tawn, a Council was held in the City, 
whether they ſhould not go ro meet him, todeſire he 
would be pleaſed to take it into his Protection, as 
well as all theInhabitants, andthere was a great dan- 
ger of their coming to this Reſolution, if rwo Bur- 
ger-maſters, whoſe names ought to be Conſecrated to 
Poſterity, the one, of whom was called Offe, and the 
other Hafſenaer, hadnot encouraged the reſt to hold 
firm, and rather callthe Sea to their ſuccours, which 
had been a fafer Remedy for them, tho they were 
brought to the utmoſt neceſſity, -than to receive the; 
French. | 

After the King had taken the City of Doesbarg, he

They {qt to hp Francgs of Germany the Propoſitions 
of Peace made them by the two Kings, for the better 
poſſeſſing their minds in what they imagined of the 
Ambition of Fraxce. They repreſented to them the 
viteous eſtate they were reduced to, and that ifthey 
eferred. longer affording them aſſiſtance, it would be 
perhaps too late,” when they ſhould be willing to do 
it; . That the* Waters indecd ſaved them for the pre- 
ſent, but that they would not fave them always. That 
the Winter being come, the French would paſs over the 
Ice toattack them, and that ſince they had not been, a- 
ble. to reſjſt, them, while the Provinces had been fo flou-

Theſe Remonſtrances, the truth whereof was un-

him, went away wih them, whether that naturally

Burt 
on a ſudden, pretending he had no mind to it, he wenr 
again to Bed before their Eyes, and defir'd them the 
would go ſmoke in the Antichamber, for that the 70- 
bacco incommoded him.

But being, come to the Spaniard, he was ſtrangely ſur- 
prized to ſee that he refuſed to let him paſs, unleſs he 
firſt gave him the hundred Piſtols he had promifed him. 
This Diſpute gave him to underftand the Roguery of 
Villate, bur it being now no time to make-reflexion on 
it, is thoughts were wholly fer, how he ſhould _

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_ off from this Aﬀair, which nevertheleſs he: aw but 
little probabilty of effeRing. For the Spaniard ſtood 
flat and plain upon his having his hundred Piſtols, be- 
fore he let him paſs, and Mombas would not give him 
them,. not having about him near a hundred ; In (hort, 
being at this pinch, he was forced to make a vertue of 
n=celficy ; and baving turned his' Pockets before the 
Spaniard, he offered all he had by him : But ſeeing 
that would not content him, he told him he might do 
as he pleaſed, but that if he was the Cauſe of his being 
retaken, as it was not to be doubted, he would not fail 
to accuſe him. That it became: him to conſider what 
he had now to do, and that he had nothing more to 
ſfay-to him. Theſe Menaces ſtartled the Spaniard, and 
making him recolle&@: himſelf, he took what Mombas 
was willing to give him, and let him troop on with his 
Guide. Mombas entred into the Inundation, and went 
thus three Leagues, having the Water up ro his middle, 
nay, and often in danger of his life.

Who have Rights of Life 
and Death over their Subje&ts, impoſing on 'am bur» 
dens and Taxes according to their own Fancies ; and in 
fine; are accountable for their ations only ro Godalone 
Let's, I ſay, Conclude, that Princes, who have thus all 
the Badges of a Soveraign, are very different from the 
Princes of Fraxce, who bating that they are covered when 
the King gives Audience to Ambaſſadors, have nothing 
above other Subjets. Nay, and a man mayfay they aro 
| below ſome certain Subjefts that there are; for you 
know the Dukes and Peerstake place ofthem, and that 
the Princes are obliged not ro be at any Ceremony, that 
they may not come gfter 'em. Mean while, if we would 
look back bat to the beginning of rhelaſt Ape; we ſhould 
find, that among thoſe Dukes there arethoſe whoſe Fa 
 thers were Notaries at Pars, and other Merchants. It's 
well known what the Deſcendants of one of thoſe two 
Houſes have done not long fince, to: ſappreſs cheknow-

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ledge of ſolow and ſo ſhameful an ExtraQtion. It's well 
known, I ſay, that they have cauſed an Epitaph in the

Nevertheleſs 'ris to men of thisExtraQtion, that Princes 
who only reckon Sovereigns among their Anceſtors, are 
obliged to give place at this day. But what fay 1? 'tis to 
men of much more lower and of a much more vile Ex- 
traction, whom the Princes of the Blood are compelled 
to make their Court to. It's well known that what makes 
a mans fortune now in France, is not to budge out of the 
Anti-chamber of a Miniſter ; and a Colonel of Horſe, 
whom 1 could name, and every one knows as well as I, 
does not diſdain to be the Buffoon of one of the Secreta- 
ries of State. For which reaſon, he has . parted with his 
Regiment, for fear that when he was in War, another. 
ſhould rob him of ſo noble an Employment. It's alſo 
well known that while Mr. Colbert's at Dinner, the 
greateſt Lords ſtudy ſome quaint ſaying or other to 
make him laugh, and he that has had the luckieſt hit: 
that way, knocks off, as well ſatisfied with his perſon, as 
if he had been the man who defended YVieara againſt the 
Turks. In fine it's well known, which nevertheleſs People 
can hardly comprehend, that Monfrear, the Kings only: 
Brother, 1s obſiged to have recourſe to them, for the. 
obtaining any Boon or Favour, nay, and after he has had 
recourſe too, he has not always what he demands, ' I 
could prove it if I would, by a thouſandgexamples what 
L dare herealledge, but 1 ſhall content my ſelf with fa 
ing, that what happened a year or two ago, upon the-ac-" 
count of a man who was very deſirous:to come into: the

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Farming the Kings Cuſtoms,is a ſufficient teſtimony.Not 
being able to obtain it,after having told Mr. Co/#tr2 again 
and again, he was obliged to ſpeak to theKing thereof. 

If there was any need to enhance upon ail-this, to 
ſhew in what conſideration are the Miniſters of France, 
and the fawnings and ſtoopings which the Princes are 
forced to cajote them with, 1 need only felate what hdp- 
pen'd a while ago to the Dauphin. He had asked of Mr. Je 
Scignelay, the Son of one of the late Mr. Co/bert a Clarks 
place in a Ship, for the Son ofthe Officers of his Houf- 
hold, and Mr. de Seignelay baving granted it him with 
ſome difficulty ; awhile after a tancy took this Mini- 
fter of anew Impreſſion, to revoke-the Clark, urder the 
pretext he was uncapable of his Office. The Dauphin 
being informed of this told Mr. de —_—_— that he 
ſhould be very glad he were re-eftabliſhed, and that if 
he had failed-in any thing it was only out of Yonth, that 
he. would fland his furety thathe ſhould do better for 
the futurc, and that he ſhould have no more occaſion 
for reproachi Mr. de Seignelay after having liſtned to 
this Prince with that gravity he of late ſo impertinentty 
afteCts, told him that he was not Maſter of the thing, 
but that he would ſpeak of it to the King. Upon this the 
Dasphrs not being able to endure that a manot his ſtamp: 
ſhould receive ſo unworthily the honour he did him,

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ſure he will tell us, there is little difference between his 
Subjeas and his Neighbour. 1t he pretends to ſpeak as 
a Prince, they'l ſpeak to him at the ſame time as Maſter, 
and if he would have France leave hcr at Quiet, he muſt 
too ſubmit himſelf to all its wills. Ler's alſo ask him, 
whether he has now any faithful Subje&ts left him 
among ſo many Subjes who obey him, and whe- 
ther Fraxce has not debauch'd them all. Finally, 
let's ask him if he dare ſo much as complain, 
tho he daily ſees his Territories fo Haraſs'd, and whe- 
ther he be not on the contrary told, Thathe is ſtill too 
happy in being under the ProteCtion of fo greata King. 
Let's proceed on, I beſeech you, into the Courts of other 
Princes of Germany, and let's ſee what paſſes there, be- 
fore we make any Refleion on the Princes of France. 
What ſhall we fay of the Eccleſiaſtical EleQors, the one 
of whom ſells his Country for glittering ready Caſh, 
through the ſuggeſtions of French Emiſfaries ; the other 
ſufters himſelfco be daunted by its Emiſaries Menaces, 
and the other follows ſoits pailions, rhat one would fay, 
the ſame Intereſt Spirited them both > Bat let's alfo ſay 
at the ſame time, that all this is nor ſufficient without 
viokence. For who doubts of all the Tricks it has play'd, 
and. the Cabals it has ſet on foot, and are now daily 


working to detach them from their 'true Intereſts. - 


Some are told thar moſt of their States are Dependeacies 
on the Crown, and that if they donot make it their 
buſineſs.to Court-its favour, they will not long enjoy a 
thing whichidoes not appertain to rhem. Thus while 
they are fleec'd-of the true Charafter of 3 Soveraign, 
which.is of being Independant of any body, 'they en- 
deavour to: infinuate'to:them on the contrary, thar their 
Dependency on France, 7g the onlythibg' which” cart 
| 2 
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make them Reign. Others are bid to conſider the power 
it has, to judge whether thus have any thing to ho 
bur by irs means, and while they are they fed with fair 
hopes, their People are encourag'din Diſobedience that 
Soveraigas may till have need of its ſuccours to repreſs 
them ; nay, and would not ſay, that all Wheels are thus 
ſet awork, to appropriatethe more eaſily a State where- 
in each Plays the Maſter, while he, who has nothing to 
do with it, has already there got one Foot, and will ſet 
the other too, when he pleaſes, by reaſon of the For- 
rreſles that are ſuffered to be demoliſhed. Any man may 
eaſily gueſs, I now mean Liege, where France already 
holds Dizax?, 'contrary to the Faith of Treaties, and 
- where the Diſcord of the People with their Soveraign, 
renders it as much the Miſtreſs, as if this State belong- 
ed to it. For who is ſo blind, as not to perceivethe Po- 
licy in this Occaſion. As it was ever afraid that Mr, de 
Cologn would clear up his Eyes, it thought fit to have a 
remedy againſt what may happen ; and juſt as it mains 
tained the Meſſaxezes in their diſobedience, fo it foſters 
the people of Liege in their enterpriſes. If Mr, de Cology 
would but once make reflection that he ought to be their 
Soveraign. For in fine, if this was not its intention, what 
ſhould now hinder Mr. de Co/ogn from reducing a Town 
which is open on all ſides, without Succours and without 
Garriſons. Wherefore if he would be pleaſed a little to 
con{ider with himſelf, - and mind that the alliance of 
that Crown, has only ſerved to procure him the hate of 
his People, and the entire ruine of his Country, without 
ſpeaking of the Armies of the Empire, which after this 
have been obliged not to ſpare him, let us ſee how he 
himfelf has been treated, by thoſe in whom he placesall 
his hopes Who but knows the horrible NIN 
| | | which 
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which France has raiſed upon his Subxas, the Deſola- 
tion of the Countrey, the Plunder of. Towns, and toſfay 
all in a word, the DeſtruQtion of Cities.and other Edi- 
fices? Who knows not what paſſed at Hy, where not 
ſatisfied with having Tyrannized over the Inhabitants, 
it has moreover pulled down the Caſtles, and deſtroy- 
ed one of the fineſt Bridges there was upon the Meuſe, 
ſo that now thar City is fruſtrated of its greateſt conve- 
niency, by having received him within its Walls. But 
let's paſs on to the other Princes of Germaxy, and ſee 
whether they have any more reaſon ro be contented 
with its Proceedings. TOWN | 

I might ___ with one daſh, what I have to fay 
upon this SubjeQt, if 1 would but only relate what has 
lately befaln the King of Denmark. For as it wou!d be 
eaſic to judge by the Treatment its Ally receives from 
it, the Treatment which all others may expe, me- 
tainks that this ſhould be ſufficient to inſinuate its vio- 
lence, and how it pretends to Lord it over all the 
World. But asthere are many who are willing to have 
ſpecified what way it isthe French Court takes to bring 
about its Deſigns, 1 mean here to give a taſte of its 
maxims and its enterprizes. 

The whole World knows how the Dauphizs match 
with the Dauphineſs was made. The conſideration the 
Duke of Bavar:ia was in, inthe Empire, not only upon 
the account of the largeneſs of his Dominioas, bur alſo 
from their Scituation, wasthe reaſon he was courted by 
all Parties during the laſt War, as being able to give a 
great weight to that, in favour of whom he ſhould: de- 
clare. This the French King was ſcafible of, and there. 
fore made him daily offers of a thouſand advantageous 
conditions if he would engage in his Intereſts. The Em- 
peror 
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ror on his ſite forgetting noching that might win him, 
as that the Duke of 'Bavarta judging of his Credit” 
the: Careſſes he' received, reſolved - to hearken to 
Parties, but to e orily with that with whom he 
ſhould find his ſo doing would: turn to beſt account. 
In regard of the Emperor, he only offered him an 
Offenſive and/Defenſive League apainſt 'France, -whoſe 
Ambition he aid 6pen to him, thinking it would be ſut- 
fichent to render his: Intereſts Common; but as the 
Duke of Bavaria expetted ſomething more advantage- 
ons, he liſtned the more willingly to the propoſitions 
of France, which they endeavoured to render to him 
the moſt' agreeable” rhat was 'poſſible. ri effeR' they 
joyned to a World of Politick Reaſons, which might 
formerly be good, but which were nothing worthnow, 
magnificent preſents, which care was raken to renew 
from time to time. And .as Princes as well as others 
do pretty often ſaffer themſelves to be tempted with 
thoſe lures, he was every day moreand more diſpoſed 
ro make an Alliance with Prance. The Dutcheſs of Ba- 
varia, for whom the French King had formerly ſome 
thoughts of Marriage, and who had been vex'd that it © 
had not been brought about ; thinking ſhe might place 
her Daughter on the Throne, which the her {elf had 
miſs'd of poſſeſſing, puſh'd the EleQor of Bavaria on 
to this Alhance ; but advis'd him at the fame time, to 
ſecure the Eſtabliſhment of their Daughter, who could 
not hope for any more advantageous March in-all Eu-

The Miniſters of France quickly diſtovered what 
paſs'd in the Cabinet of M-. d& Bavarta'; and thinking 
they ſhould the better jinſirmate themſelves into his Fa- 
vour, if without waiting, that he ſhould *preyent them

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long as the War ſhould lift, Frante conjecured, as it 
was alfo true, that it wonld crexte an Umbrage in the 
Emperor ; and that this Armitrg would a!molt produce 
the fame effe(t,. as if M: d& Bavaria ied optnly; and 
indecd the iflie ſhew'd tliat theſe ConjeRtares were not 
ill grounded.

ets France thought by this means it had made - 
ferre of the Hoſe of Bavaria ; but the Duke aid Dute 
cheſs of Buvzria being dead a lirtfe before, arid theis 
Dorhinions felling inro'the hands of # Young, though a 
more $:gacious Pritice, if the fifing ſo may be aflow- 
able, rhdn- were” his Father and” his Mottier, as Prance 

12.47 perceived ; 
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perceived ; that. he was not ſo wedded to. its jatereſts, 
as they had. been ſought, to tie him by ſome new Alli- 
arice. : Now as there is nothing more taking with a 
Young Prince, than Beauty, eſpecially when it is built 
upon, and ſeconded with extraordinary Merit ; the Mi- 
niſters of Fravce ſo ordered the matter, that thoſe Pen- 
rioners they had about his Perſon, ſhould often. Dif 
courſe him about Mademoiſele de Blis, the King's Na- 
tural Daughter, who appearing accompliſh'd: at a very 
tender Age, promis'd ro become, in time, one of the 
moſt charming Perſons in the World. 

The EleQtor of Bavar za, finding himſelf alittle toucht, 
with what was told him every day, or perhaps. ſpurr'd 
on with the curioſity of knowing whether Reputation 
did not make any addition to the Beauty of this Young 
Princeſs; made  Gyans that he ſhould not be ſorry to 


ſee her Picture. But the thing having been told to 
thoſe who were ſtill faithful to him, and who were jea- 
lous of his Glory, they repreſented. to him too ſtrongly, 


the Gin that was laid for his Youth; that this Prince 
recolleting with himſelf, was aſham'd of what, per- 
haps, he had only done out of Curioſity. | 

Mean while there came from France ſeveral Pour- 
traits of Mademoiſelle de Blois; but the Miniſters of 
that Crown, perceiving the ſcandal of her Birth, de- 
ſtroy'd all the impreſſions which her Beauty might 
make, abandoned the Deſign of this Match, of which 
they had before conceived ſome hopes. 

Upon this they propoſed another Marriage to the 
Duke of Bavaria, and which was indeed more ſuitable, 
being of Mademoiſelle, Siſter of the Queen of Spain, 
and Daughter to the Duke of Orleans.

Thar true ir 
was, thatit fed him from time to tirme with fine ima- 
ginations ; as, the having him. choſen King of-che &o- 
w4ans ; but that at the battom his :'Defign was only ts 
diſunite the Priaces - frum ane anothety: that when the 
EleQzon came to be,: ſhe might take-for .her ſelf. what 
ſhe then ſo willingly offered to others. | That it was not 
for his intereſt to deſire a Neighbourhood fo fatal to afl 
ols who; had the, misfortune: to- bt-his Neighbours} 
that this was no ſlander, and that there needed nomore 
Era to conſider their condition;/toi.make: orhers dread 
falling into the like circumſtances.! ,\ | 
| Theſe wiſe Councils produced all the imprefiion that 
could be expectgd-in the mind: at's Prince, who loves 
Glary,.and flies Oppreſſios. / But as this was in'no wiſe 
palatable to the Miniſters of Frame.;1they: were ſo out- 
rag d at the refuſal which the Duke made of a Match 
with Mademeiſele, that they had the'mfolence to fay, 
That tho' the Elefteor had Married Mademoiteile de 
Blois, he woald net. have bitn: diſbonaured. That there 
were, as great Frinces as Fey mbo waxld, perhaps, \de- 
mayd. her an Marriage, amd yet not obadvh her. © Andl that 
the King was. ſufctently paiſſant.; to revenge © bimſe If one 
day for the.

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at firſt that Crown introduced it ſelf by gentleneſs, and 
would afterwards eſtabliſh it ſelf by force. . 

But this Procedure ſerving only to divert him the 
more from this Alliance, he treated immediately with the 
Emperor ; , with whom one might ſay, he would fd 
both more ſafery and more Glory.

ou wo which the Emperor however, has very wiſely dif:

a concerning the Marquiſs of Brandenburgh and the 
King of Dexmark, 1 know nothing which can afford 
more averſion for that Crown, than its Condu@ to thoſe 
Princes. For if we conſider after what manner, it intro- 
duced it ſelfinto their Confidence, we ſhall find it ſet all 
manner of Engines a going to bring it about ; but after 
having attained to what it deſired, there is no manner 
of hardſhip but what ic has made 'em ſuffer. 

Every Man knows the Propofals the Count de Roy 
made at his arrival in the North. They know, I fay, 
that he demanded of the King of Dewmark, on the behalf 
of the King his Maſter, that heſhould ſhare in the Diſ- 
poſal of the Subſidies, which he received from him ; add- 
ing, they were unprofitably diſſipated. The fame thing 
almoſt, was ſaid to the EleQor of Breudenbargh. 


But 
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But to hinder. fuch like Complements, from exciting 
the reſentment of thoſe Princes, who ought to' be jea- 
lous of their Honour ; they keep buzzing about them, 
either Pentioners, or Frexcb themſelves, who mollifie 
things, infomuch that thoſe Princes being kept, as [ 
may ſay, between fear and hope, know not what to de- 
rermine. But let's here admire! che Policy of that 
Crown, which knows how to draw its adv from 
all chings, even trom thoſe which would ſeem to be con- 
trary to It. 

The Perſecution which it mage Mr. Brickman ſuffer, 
is ſufficiently ' blaz'd in the World; tor he after having 
beer a long while in the Baftile, for having: ſhewn his 
ſteddineſs, was moreover obliged to leave tus Country ; 
ſaying there was nothing more to hope'\for him in the 
Service of France, where he had, nevertheleſs, conſumed 
his Touth. But as ſoon as France knew he was gone into 
Brandenbargh, and that he had been Kindly received by 
the Eteflor; ona ſudden its' Hatred was not only ap- 
peas'd, butir would needs too. Recommend him to 
that Prince ; not by it ſelt indeed, becauſe that would 
have been ſuſpicious, but by its Generals ; infomuch, 
that this Recommendation,  joyned to the Merits of his 
Perſon, . obtained him in a ſhort time a Regiment of 
Horſe, with the Government of Weſel/. .And he it is it 
now makes uſe of, bur ſlily, to work out its'Intentions : 
For though he does nor ſeem truſted with its Secrets ; 
and that on the contrary, he is always ſpeaking ſome 
Reſentments of what he bas ſuffer'd from Fraxce, he 
knows how to give the Blow upon occaſion ; but a 
Blow too much the more dangerous, 1n that it is not 
thought to depart from an afteftionate hand: |

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was @ Brigadcer,andGollonel offootyfor having fought a 
Duel with Mr. d' Aubijonx, has alſo regain'd us Favour 
by a&tingfor its Intereits at the Court of Ze, where he 
is ſetled to advantage; there accurring nothing there, 
but whereof Mr. d Louvois is informed ; and what ap- 
pears the more extraordinary, is that, though there beno 
more -remiſſion for thoſe 'who. arc accuſed of the ſame 
Crime as his is ; yet he goes ſometimes to Pars, whe 
ther it be:te; ſettle his own Afﬀeirs, or as is more proba- 
ble, to Confer with Mr. de St. Bovange, upon what he 
would nat dareto truſt in Letters. 

All the Courts af other Princes, are thus cramm'd 
with Baniſh'd,. or. Diſcontented French-wen, Butrar the 
ſame time thx thefe Princes receive them, ..if-a Man 
may not fay they receive Serpents intothew Boſom, one 
may ſay, at leaſt; they ought to be very careful, not ſo 
eaſily to confide in them their Secrets. .For as the Ge- 
nius of the French Nation is,to ſlip lightly into. allthings, 
a Man may. alſo fay, / that the Fremnwv vory: rarely, 
itorget the Fidelity they - owe their Prince ; ſo as thar 
it isgreat Imprudence to put too much confidence mn 
them. 

Butafter having ſpoke, asI have already done of the 
misfortune thoſe Princes lye under, whoare in the Neigh- 
bourbood of France ; or that have any Engagements with 
thar Crown; | 

Let's now behold to what thoſe are reduced, that it 
bas lately drawn in into its Rights of Dependency.

I paſs over in filence the Tyranny that is exercis'd to- 
wards other Princes of leſs conſideration : For ſince the 
Princes of Sovereign Honſes are no longer ſpared, as I 
have made out already, there is little likelihood that o- 
thers ſhould'meet with more favour. It is not to be 
faid what they daily ſuffer from theſe petty Tyrant, 
who of. Miniſters Lacqueys being become Commiſaries, 
and of Commiſſarres, [ntexndants, attribute tothemſelves 
a Sovereign Authority. 
 Butthe Frexcb are not contented with ſtripping them 
of theix Honbur; they likewiſe fleece them of the 
Eſtates : How many Proceſſes do they exhibit againſt 
them ; either upon the account of the XM1/ir74, or the 
Dues of Yaſſalage ? ani how many Princes, who had a 
while ago a power of Lifeand Death over their SubjeCts, 
are now compell'd topo plead againſt them ; nay, and | 
ofren loſe their Procelſes too ; for ths is another piece 
of the French polity, to uphold the Yafſats againſt their 
Lords ; as knowing, that as long as it has the People on 
ics ſide, it has nothing to fear either from the Princes 
or the Gentlemen, who can effeft nothing wnhout the 
People. 

Thus its Intereſt fways over all manner of Fuſtice ; 
bur ir little cares, tho' it ſeems unjuſt, provided it eſta- 
bliſkes its Dominion every where, or to fay rather ns 
I'yranny. It g 
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If we proceed to the Uſage the Gentry have met 
with from France ; bow many do we ſee ruined by Gar- 
riſons, and others ſtill worſe treated ? for let it not be 
thought, that it ſticks at the common Forms to eſta- 
bliſh its new Power, though the Law was, to ſeize 
the Lands of thoſe who would not pay Fealty and Ho- 
mage: How many has it Impriſon'd, that by detaining 
at the ſame time, both their Eſtates and their Perſons, 
Neceſſity ſhould oblige them to comply with all its de- 
fires ? 

But the Treatment the Baron d' Evezop had met 
with, ſpeaks the top of its Tyranny and Injuſtice. 

This Baron is a Gentleman of Quality, and whoſe 
Family has heretofore afforded a Queen of Swedey. For 
after having received his Fealty and Homage, it di 
poſſeſs'd him, without ever any Bodies being able to 
give any reaſon for it, or that France it ſelf can give a- 
ny, unlefs, that which is well known, that it is very 
willing to put itſelf into poſſeſſion of others Eſtates. 

There is hardly any Prince in Europe but knows its 
Violences; and has moreover a notable Intereſt to re- 
preſs them. But their Blindneſs is fo terrible, that in- 
ſtead of uniting all together to put a ſtop to thoſe unjuſt 
Courſes, they ſeem to have conſpird by their Diſunion 
to giveit the Empire of all the World. They all know 
it has united it ſelf with the Turk, to over-run 2nd lay 
Germany waſte ; the one on the one fide ; the other on 
the other: And yet they will not unite to deſtroy an 
Enemy which endeavours to pluoge them into Sla- 
very. 

But ſince T have mention'd, that it was as it were 
through Inadvertency that Alliance with the Tark; it is 
convenient that I convince thole who haye hitherto 
doubted 
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doubted of the reality of it, by a circumſtance which 
has lately happened ; and to which there is no re- 

ly. 
. /" man knows the vigorous reſiſtence made by 
the Count de Staremberg, Governour of Y ienna; inſo- 
much, that the Grand Yizier often having loſt an infi- 
nite number of men before that Place, was reſolved to 
raiſe the Siege if he could have retreated with Honour. 
For that purpoſe he ſent back Count Albert Caprara, 
who was the Emperor's Ambaſlador at the Port, whom 
till then he would not ſuffer to return home to make 
him ſome Propoſitions for a Peace, and which were 
much more Abe than thoſe he before had offer'd. 
But the Marqueſs de Lepevile, who was with the Empe- 
ror, on the behalt of the French King, having notice of 
it, diſpatch'd away at the ſame time a Courier to his - 
Maſter, to give him notice thereof; and upon this 
News, France ſent back another immediately to the 
Grand Vizier,to remonſtrate to him the injury he would 
do his Reputation, after having loſt ſo many Men be- 
fore Vienna, to raiſe the Siege ſo ſhamefully ; that be- 
ſides he was going to enter Flanders, to oblige the 
Princes of the Rhize to recall the Succors they lent the 
Emperor ; and that this Diverſion would quickly pro- 
cure him a happy ſucceſs of his Enterprize. 

The Courier of Mr. de Lepevife arrived on Sunday, 
Auguſt 22. at Fontain-Bleau, that which was diſpatch'd 
to the Grand Vizier, or to Mr. de Lepevile, which was 
the ſame thing, departed the ſame day at one a Clock 
in the Afternocn ; and that very Afternoon they not on- 
ly proclaim'd that they were going to enter Flanders, 
but alſo the Orders were iſſued forth for that purpoſe ; 


inforuch that the Grand Y7zzer not doubting but thar 
this 
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this once, at leaſt, they would keep tack with him,

but that he might not loſe himſelf in the Opinion of all 
the Princes of Germany ; for he imagined, that lyin 
under thoſe woful Circumſtances, they would ſuddenly 
be obliged to have recourſe to him ; and already rec- 
koning upon the Empire, he would not pour upon it 
Deſolation and Terror ; and this was the cauſe that he 
now rather attacks Spain than the Empire : For he fill 
hopes that if the Turks once ſeize on Y?enna, that notic 
but he will be able to oppoſe ſuch mighty Forces ; as 
if the Princes of the Empire would not rather chuſe if it 
was a forc'd Putt, to render themſelves Tributarits 6f 
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the Turk than to ſubmit ro his Slavery, And indeed, 
without ſpeaking further of his Tyranny, Which is in- 
comparably harder to ſupport thaa that of on Pagans ; 
is it not probable to ſay, Conſciences will np je. 0V4Ns 
Tyranxiz'd over; and that each Man will be llow'd. to" 
ſerve his God? There you will hear.no talk of Eds, 

which decree the DeiſtruQtion of Churches ; nor of 

Troops which ſerve for Executioners to thoſe who alſem- 

ble upon their. Ruins to ſing there the-Praiſes;of the 

Almighty. But ifit is caſie; at leaſt, as 1 imagine, to 

create an abhorrence .of the. French Government ; it is 

not ſo eaſi2to teach the means to avoid it ; ſeeing prin- 

cipally, as I have ſaid, all Princes ſeem to conſpire 

with.it tobring Europe into Slavery. .. For, in fine, 1s it 

nota thing worthy both of pity and 5 to ſee that 

in a time wherein there ought to be a general Union a- 

gainſt ſo formidable a Power, they {till ſtrive to give ir 
new Forces? for whatdo thoſe think of, who have late» 

ly -Elettcd the EleHor. of, Cologn,. or rather lay Biſhop 

of Strasburgh. for the Biſhop of Manſter 2 do they not 
know that both thoſe Princes_ are entirely devoted to 
France? and tho' the Elfor of (olozn ſhould come to 
rub and open his Eyes, yet the Bilhop of Strasburg has 
ſo great an aſcendant over him, as that he would till 
oblige him to continue in; hiserror, Dothey nat know 
that tho* the Eleftor of Co/ogn, only. loves Peace, the.
